The Interdependence of City 


end Rural Districts. 


NEED OF 
EXPERT ADVICE 


Number of Small Towns, Villages and 
Rural Communities Which Feed the 
Larger Centers Have Intricate Prob­ 
lems and Need Expert Assistance, Es­ 
pecially Those Near Great Cities. 


W e now realize as never before the 
interdependence of city and country, 
writes Philip II. Elwood, Jr., in the 
American City. 
This is essential to 
the sound growth of the nation. 
Yet 
the development of the city has receiv­ 
ed much more careful study and plan 
ning than has that of the country. 
It 
Is time that organized and intelligent 
forethought be brought to bear on tin- 
many intricate problems of rural plan 
nlng. 
The follow ing are tile most lmpor 
taut agencies for the advancement of 
country and town planning at the pres 
eut time: 
American Civic association. 
Town and village planning boards. 
The landscape profession. 
Highway commissioners. 
Village improvement societies. 
Chambers of commerce and boards of 
trade. 
Art societies and commissions. 
Lecturers. 
University and state college extension 
service. 
The above agencies nre tw ofold— 
viz: 
Educational, 
Constructive. 
The majority nre heavily inclined to 
ward 
the educational, 
which is no 
doubt hest, lint following tho cd ii en 
tlonal we must provide means of eve 
cution and construction. 
In cities of course the situation is 
different. 
There large projects lnvolv 
lug considerable outlay are tile nile. 
and trained men, such as architects, 
landscape 
architects, 
engineers 
and 
lawyers, are im m ediately called into 
consultation, and plans are prepared iii 
a businesslike way. 
But tile thousands of small towns, 
villages and rural com munities which 
feed the larger centers have intricate 
problems and need expert assistance, 
especially in the nelghlHirhoml of im 
portunt cities where unsightly aud in 
sanitary conditions exist Just beyond 
tile 
city’s 
jurisdiction. 
The 
Inrgei 
cities are now growing into the conn 
try, and means of access should he im 
proved and the country towns and VII 
luges made to serve the cities without 
losing their individuality. 
Who Is to help them? 
Suppose th«*j 
have a village improvement society or 
gunized by well meaning citizens to 
elim inate som e obvious evil. 
What 
can such an organization do in a largo 
w ay with only the funds collected from 
miles, uunuul dues, sup|ters or ethel 
questionable means? 
Who Is to help 
them in their worthy efforts to create 
something of which the best citizens 
may bi; proud? 
One of tile chief thoughts brought 
out at the recent national conference 
on city planning was the one voiced 
by Tinnitus Adams of ('amnia when lie 
said that our great need In tho flitted 
States was for som e centralized con 
trot of the planning of our small towns 
and rural districts. 
Shul) we attempt 
to form another national organization 
for the promotion of this idea, or shall 
w e use the tried facilities now avail 
able? 
For the present the latter seems 
to be the w iser course. 
We have in nearly every state in the 
Union u working organization, backed 
by the federal government, which, if 
the people ask. can lie developed to 
aerie our needs in the planning and 
execution of our village aud country 
improvement problems. 
I refer to the 
extension departments of our State md 
le n itie s aud colleges. 
Here we have 
state help and a separate working unit 
in each state promoting aud assisting 
public undertakings in our small towns 
and 
rural communities. 
The 
work 
must be judiciously administered or 
unsatisfactory results and much crit 
icisui will follow. 
This is no untried method, as it has 
been followed for several years in 
M assachusetts, and some of the oilier 
states are now taking up the work

My car has a knock which seems to 
bo in tho two front cylinder#. It knocks 
when the car is running on the road 
or when it is standing still with the 
motor running. 
What might be the 
cause of this? 
Although It is Impossible to judge 
the source of this knock from the p a r­ 
ticulars which you give, It would geom 
very possible th a t for some reason or 
oilier tho m otor hits too much com pres­ 
sion. 
If the cylinders fire removed and 
a tiber gasket fitted between them find 
the crunk case it is possible th a t the 
knock will disappear. 


What does cylinders offset from the 
crank shaft mean? 
An offset cylinder Is one whose axis 
is 
o ff-et 
from

that is, a line

vertically through the crank 
sh a ft center. 
Iii offset cylinder con­ 
struction when the piston is on top 
dead center tin* connecting rod is not 
directly iii line with tin* crank shaft, 
but rath er m akes an angle with if 
Cylinders are offset so as to dimin­ 
ish the Hide pressure exerted between 
the piston and cylinder when the pis 
ton is on the bring stroke, accomplish 
od here by reducing the angle of the 
connecting rod when the pressure upon 
the piston Is great and increasing the 
angularity when th e pressure is low. 


Suppose a front axlo is bent one inch 
straight hack between the knuckles and 
spring. Will it throw the wheels out cf 
line, causing undue wear on the tires7 
By straight back I mean as an axle 
naturally would bend due to the front 
wheel striking something. 
T here is little chance that the wheels 
still are iii alignment.

What can bo the trouble, and 
how can it be remedied? 
T h e fact th at your motor acts hi the 
way von describe should not disturb 
you, but, on the other band, Is an indi­ 
cation that the carburetor Is adjusted 
excellently for the purpose of securing 
m axim um efficiency. 
You could easily 
change the situation and m ake the mo 
tor easy to start lifter stalling by glv 
lug th e carburetor an ad ju stm en t to 
provide ii richer mixture. 
T h e reason th a t the motor acts as it 
does Is because when you stop the mo 
tor on tho switch it lins a chance to 
rotate one or t wo tim es and finis d raw s 
in a fresh charge of gasoline Into the 
com bustion cham bers 
When the mo 
tor is stalled or killed it Is stopped lit 
staidly, with the result that tin* gas 
rem aining in the cylinders is dead and 
does not possess the pow er to explode, 
Should the carburetor be so adjusted 
that a much richer m ixture would Ik* 
supplied the influence of the inert gas 
es in the cylinders would be overcome 
aud the motor would tire Immediately.

Will you kindly advise me if there is 
any objection to using kerosene in the 
radiator of a car as an anti-freeze 
fluid? 
it is not advisable to use kerosene iii 
your radiator, partly because it rots 
the rubber o f tin* bose connections and 
also because it may cause overheating. 
We say m ay ‘because if you happen to 
have a cooling system of extrem e ca­ 
pacity you m ight not have any trouble. 
but 
with 
tile ordinary system you 
would. 
Tile reason for this is that 
kerosene bus n much low er specific 
heat than water. 
In other words, its 
capacity for cooling is less. 
Thus on a 
warm day or when the ear is driven 
rapidly there is a good chance that se­ 
rious overheating trouble will be en­ 
countered. 
T his overheating may not be gen­ 
eral, but local. 
You may warp your 
valve seats or score one side of one 
cylinder surface. 
Furthermore, if you were to use kero­ 
sene the first indication of overheating 
w ould la* a knocking of the motor, and 
serious dam age might occur before 
this happened. 
The boiling point of 
kerosene is so much higher than water 
that considerable harm can be done, 
although the honing point m ight never 
Im* readied. The fact that water has a 
relatively low boiling point and the 
fact that it is impossible for the w ater 
to go higher than this point make it 
an excellent medium. 


Will it provo satisfactory to placa an 
extra Isaf after the spring has bean 
weakened? 
It all depends on what tile cost o f a 
m w spring would be.

would advise a complete new spring.
